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A Call to Action 


What is God calling on Christians in China to do 
this coming winter, and to do together? 


When Dr. C. Y. Cheng at the Biennial Meeting 
of the N.C.C. in May spoke in support of continuing 
the Five Year Movement, he pointed out that the 
situation today differed from that of five years ago 
when the Movement was started. Then we were faced 
by danger and difficulty. Now we are faced by an 

ordinary opportunity, and he urged the Council 
to take hold of this opportunity by continuing the work 
of the Five Year Movement. 


The Council responded. But it is one thing to 
pass a resolution, another to act upon it. So we 
write these words as a reminder that now is the time 
for all whom God has set in positions of authority 
and influence in church and mission, in college, school 
and hospital to consider carefully proposals made for 
carrying on the Five Year Movement and seek for 
guidance as to what should be done in their own fel- 
lowship and neighbourhood. 


Here is the gist of the resolutions adopted at 
the Biennial Meeting: 
1. „ 
Evangelism 
Training for service 
Christian stewardship 
2. There are four special fields of work suggested: 
Youth 
The Home 
The School 
Rural Areas 


3. The detailed program of what to do is left to each 
local group to work out in the light of their own 
need and opportunity. 

4. One thing every communicant member of the church 
is asked to do this year is to win at least one other 
person for Christ. 

5. Schools, hospitals and all Christian organizations 
are asked to join with the churches in this move- 
ment. 


Evangelism, as will be seen stands in the fore- 
front. We believe also that it should dominate the 
whole program and be the motive for all our work 
with youth, in home and school, and in rural areas. 
Training for service also will involve training of 
workers for youth, the home, the school, and rural 
areas, that they may be warm-hearted and skillful 
evangelists. In all four fields of work it is quite clear 
that educational methods will be necessary, but there 
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is not the slightest opposition between evangelism and 
truly Christian education, as Dr. Weigle has been so 
insistently pointing out to us. 


The range of Christian Stewardship at first sight 
appears more limited. One of the great problems of 
the church today is that of self-support, which can 
only be solved by a fresh spiritual awakening and a 
high doctrine of stewardship. But when we think 
of stewardship not only in terms of money but as 
involving the use of time, the choice of a vocation, and 
indeed the surrender of the will to God, then it be- 
comes a spiritual emphasis that we need, not only 
in the organization of the church but in all our work 
with youth or in the home or school or rural areas. 
What is a steward if not a good and faithful servant 
who has only one loyalty and lives only for his Lord 
and Master? To call out this utmost loyalty is the 
work of evangelism. 


Some Practical Suggestions 


Under the four headings which have been named 
as the special fields of work, we call attention to a 
few matters that concern our cooperative work, but 
we make no pretence of outlining a program. That 
must be done locally. 


Youth. In this issue will be found a call to prayer 
for the Youth and Religion Movement that comes to 
us from the YMCA. Many of our readers will be 
in cities which the Deputation will be visiting be- 
tween now and Christmas. The team will get in 
touch primarily with government school students and 
young educated men and women. This will offer a 
fine opportunity for pastors, teachers, missionaries, 
and other workers with youth to assist the YMCA 
and to carry their own youth work a step further. 
Let there be full cooperation, perhaps through a city 
council of youth workers. 


The field of youth is very wide. It needs to be 
defined and subdivided. A possible classification 
might be as follows: 


Adolescents (12-18) in Christian middle schools 
Christian nursing schools 
government middle schools 
city id (apprentices, etc.) 
rural employment 


Young People (18-30) in Christian ¢olleges 
government colleges 
city professional work, graduates 
city employment as workers 
rural employment. 
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Whatever division of the field be adopted, it is 
important for church authorities to examine their own 
work critically, to ask where the greatest need lies 
and if anything really effective is being done to meet 
it. The Biennial Meeting of the NCC called on its 
member organizations “to organize themselves for a 
forward movement by the establishment of youth de- 
partments and secretaries, or the utilization of exist- 
ing agencies, drawing in young people themselves to 
share as fully as possible in the work and in the 
organization for it.” 


Are there enough men and women pushing youth 
work in your church with real energy and wisdom? 
Dr. Mott urged on us at the recent N.C.C. meeting the 
calling out of a hundred additional workers for city 
youth work. 


The Home. The main effort will be made by most 
churches in connection with Christian Homes Week, 
Oct. 27 to Nov. 3. It is not too late to order supplies 
of material from the CLS, Shanghai. This year the 
theme is “Parent Education,” with special emphasis 
on the rural church. Two programs are available, one 
quite simple and easy to carry out, the other for more 
advanced churches. (The price is 25 cents a set.) 


We draw attention also to material to follow Home 
Week that can be used thorough the year. It is a 
course for Christian parents, and can be used for pa- 
rents groups, in training conferences for lay leaders, 
in seminaries, or in conferences of pastors as training 
material. The title of this book of eleven studies is 
“What should be the attitude of Christians towards 
their children?” dealing with the Christian way to 
carry on the family line and solve family problems, 
based on the teaching of the Bible. There is a Chinese 
edition (4 cents) and an English edition (18 cents); 
both should be ordered from the CLS, Shanghai. 


The School. There are nearly 300 Christian middle 
schools in China, with some 50,000 boys and girls in 
them. The Five Year Movement has not meant so 
much for the life of the schools as it has for the life 
of the churches. Many feel the time has now come 
in the schools to put a fresh emphasis on religious 
work, and that the most effective approach is through 
the principal and teaching staff. There are two 
things that can be done. One is to foster or create 
a warm fellowship group among faculty members. 
starting with those who are already keen and drawing 
in others, Christian and non-Christian. The other 
(which may very well keep pace with the first) is to 
confer together about the meaning and methods of 
Christian education. Many teachers have been puz- 
zled as to what is the difference in function between 
Christian and government schools. Surely the answer 
lies in the quality of our education and its product. 
That implies strong “religious activities,” but also 
something still more fundamental, every part of the 
total life of students and teachers Christianized as 
they live and work together in the community. This 
is the theme of a memorandum just issued by the 
NCCRE and the CCEA, an “Outline of a Program 
for Christian Education in Middle Schools.” It is 


discussion material meant for the use of faculty 
groups. Copies may be had (English or Chinese) 
from the NCCRE office. 


Rural Areas. Unfortunately the NCC has no rural 
secretary just now. This throws all the more re- 
sponsibility on the individuals or groups of rural work- 
ers to show initiative and keep in the touch with 
certain lines of development. The report of the 
Tunghsien Institute last April is worth careful study. 
(Copies may be had on application to Mr. James 
Hunter, American Boatd Mission, Tunghsien, who has 
been asked by the Council to help in answering ques- 
tions on rural work). Following the Kuling Conference 
increasing emphasis will be laid on the training for lay 
leadership, something quite distinct from adult re- 
ligious education. For this the resolutions of the 
Biennial Meeting (printed in our Bulletin No. 55) may 
be consulted, also the Kuling proposals given below. 


As for materials for rural religious education, 
Rev. Frank Price and the Nanking group are produc- 
ing readers and story books that may not be known to 
all our readers. Lists of these and other books have 
been published by the NCCRE and by the CLS. Mr. 
Price is compiling a list of rural workers who would 
like to keep in touch with one another. Is your name 
on this list? 


The Christian Farmer (Tien Chia) is now in its 
second year and has a circulation of 7,000 (probably 
read by 40,000). It is a rural fortnightly paper 
published from Cheeloo, Tsinan (40 cents a year, 30 
cents each for subscriptions of five or more). All 
our readers would do well to promote the circulation 
of this excellent paper. 


Training for Service—Kuling 


The Conference at Kuling, July 18-28, was held 
at the conference site known as the Ling Hsiu Hui, 
Lot 1111, and was attended by 111 persons. The reg- 
ularly appointed members of the NCCRE were there 
for their annual meeting, involving some 25 persons. 
But for this occasion the meeting was enlarged by the 
presence of 30 men and women from 15 theological 
colleges and more than 50 church and mission ad- 
ministrators and friends. Each morning the Con- 
ference met together as a whole. The afternoons and 
evenings were for the most part given up to sectional 
meetings. 


One such sectional meeting consisted of the 
NCCRE representatives who met on five occasions for 
discussion of matters of policy and business. 


Six other sections were formed to help in drafting 
the Report. Dr. Weigle and the Survey Team had 
written out the first part of their report but decided 
to make it a still more cooperative enterprise by divid- 
ing the conference into sections to write six chapters. 


Their material was drafted, read to the whole con- 


ference, revised and will be finally edited and then 
incorporated in the final Report. 

The Report in Chinese and English will be ready 
in November. We promise our constituency a very 
interesting document. It will include sections on the 
Program of the Church, Lay Service, Ministerial 
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Service, the Institutions of Theological Education, 
their Curriculum, the contribution of Christian Col- 
leges, the Recruiting and Support of the Ministry, the 
Education of Ministers now in service, the Education 
of Women for Christian Service, and the Cooperation 
of the Missions. The price will be $1.00 post paid, 
for the English and 50 cents for the Chinese edi- 


A full account of this meeting was given in the 
September issue of the Chinese Recorder, written by 
Dr. Carleton Lacy, to which we refer our readers for 
more information. 


Association of Theological Colleges 
One way in which the Kuling Conference will be 
followed up is by the formation of an Association of 
Theological Colleges, most of which were officially 
represented at Kuling. The officers of this Associa- 
tion there elected were:

Training for Lay Service 


A second way in which the Kuling Conference 
will be followed up is by a national program of lay 
training. The NCCRE has been asked to be re- 
sponsible for coordinating this work, and Dr. S. H. 
Leger has been invited to be the secretary in charge 
of this work, operating from the Church of Christ 
office, 6 Kung Hsien Hutung, Peiping. Steps are now 
being taken to form regional committees in Foochow, 
Swatow, Peiping, Nanking and Changsha. 


The place of lay service in the Chinese Church 
received a great deal of attention at Kuling and was 
seen to be central to the life of the Church. It should 
be remembered that there is a difference between 
adult religious education and the training of selected 
men and women for special responsibility in the work 
of the Church, e.g., for work with children, with young 
people, for women’s work and the home, and for 
church administration or community service. These 
are the four spheres that were emphasized by the Con- 
ference at Kuling. 


We hope all Church bodies meeting this winter 
will devote careful attention to this question and co- 
operate in this national program. For the con- 
venience of administrators and all interested we quote 
the resolutions which were adopted by the NCCRE 
and the whole Conference in joint session. They read 
as follows: 


“In view of the unprecedented need and opportun- 
ity for serving the entire Christian movement through 
help in the training of lay church workers at the pre- 
sent time, we recommend: 


I. That the NCCRE make this work a major task 
for the coming period of years and secure at least one 
secretary to give major time to it. | 
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II. That a national program for the education of 
lay workers be launched by the NCCRE during the 
coming year. While details of this program will have 
to be worked out by careful and continuous study 


and experimentation, the following immediate steps 
should be taken: 


(a) A list of approved courses with brief outline 
of scope and contents and leaders guides should be 
prepared as rapidly as possible with wide division of 
labor. The list approved by the Peiping Committee 
of the NCCRE together with those recommended by 
the Methodist churches, North and South, and other 
church committees, should be the basis, the whole to 
be arranged in a First Series (very elementary and 
largely with rural churches in mind); a Second Series 
of somewhat more advanced grade for the present; 
and a Third Series (advanced) for future development. 
(Outlines and leaders’ guides have been used already 
for many of these courses. In a few cases acceptable 
text-books are already available.) 


(b) Other church bodies or denominations should 
be encouraged to start carefully planned lay training 
programs similar to that now carried on in Methodist 
church groups, and to keep careful records of the 
development of this program. 

(c) The NCCRE should assist in the setting up 
of regional inter-denominational committees in the 
large centers, such as Nanking, Peiping, Canton, 
Chengtu, Wuchang, Foochow, etc., which would as- 
sume the following responsibilities: 


(1) Helping to select and introduce to the 
churches and to training institutes suitable leaders 
and teachers for the lay training program. 


(2) Helping to promote training institutes and 
experiments in lay training and to raise the standards 
of such work. 

(d) The NCCRE should promote experiments in 
the certification of leaders and in certificates of ad- 
vancement for students in lay training institutes 
through denominational committees and through re- 
gional committees which are willing and ready to do 
such experimentation. 


III. A national committee on lay training should 
be formed in connection with the NCCRE to coordinate 
studies, experiments, and plans in this field. This 
committee would represent denominational committees, 
regional committees, and theological schools actually 
carrying or lay training work in line with the princi- 
ples agreed upon in this conference.” 


Youth and Religion Movement 
Call from YMCA 


In the light of the present day needs of youth and 
the challenge which they present to the Christian 
forces of China, the Young’s Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, in their last National Convention held in 
Shanghai in January 1934, unanimously adopted a 
resolution inaugurating a Two-Year Youth and Re- 
ligion Movement. The purpose of this Movement has 
been to help bring to clear focus and expression the 
central teaching and call of the Lord Jesus Christ to 
youth in our day, for personal and social living. 
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1. Emphases of the Youth and Religion Movement 


(1) To strengthen the leadership of Boards of 
Directors, officers, committeemen, active members, and 
secretarial staffs of city and student Associations, by 


a. Deepening the spiritual life, and 
b. Broadening the social vision. 


(2) To investigate and study youth needs in our 
local fields. 


(3) To help youth discover and apply the full 
meaning of Christian discipleship for the individual. 


(4) To help youth discover and apply the full 
meaning of Christian discipleship for society. 


(5) To stimulate greater cooperation between the 
Young Men’s Christian Association and the Church. 


2. Progress in 1934 


On of the first events in this two-year program 
was the extended visit of Dr. G. S. Eddy to China in 
the autumn of 1934. Large audiences greeted him in 
each of the twenty cities visited by him and his party. 
Permanent Youth and Religion Movement Executive 
Committees were formed. As a result of these meet- 
ings many young people throughout the country were 
stirred to new decision, some accepting Christ, while 
others joined specially prepared religious discussion 
groups. Our leaders in Church, Christian school, YM 
and YWCA have made some progress in securing a 
more adequate religious work program for youth. 


3. 19385 Deputation 


The Executive Committee of the Youth and Re- 
ligion Movement have invited four outstanding Chinese 
Christian leaders to form a Deputation for carrying 
forward this Movement. They will visit ten leading 
cities between September and December. This De- 
putation consists of Dr. W. Y. Chen, Acting President 
during 1934-835 and Professor of Psychology of Fukien 
Christian University; Dr. Y. C. Tu, Professor of 
Physics of Shanghai University; Miss Aseng Pao-swen, 
Principal of I-Fang Middle School, Changsha; and a 
representative of the National Committee staff as 
Executive Secretary. 


Their itinerary will * found at the end of this 
announcement. 


4. Call To Prayer 


The task before us in the work among youth offers 
a fresh field for spiritual exploration and discovery. 
Through our prayer life we can start operations and 
release forces that will be effective far into the future 
and throughout all our multiform service. 


Let us then unite, humbly but trustfully, in the 
great act of prayer in which so many are having fel- 
lowship at this time with the Spirit of God and with 
one another. 

Let us give thanks to God for the rich accessions 
of courage, wisdom and power that have come through 
His guidance this past year,

Cammission on Life and Work of the Churches 

The organization, constitution and relationships of 
this commission are now being worked out. Dr. T. C. 
Bau, as chairman, gave an interim report. One of its 
chief tasks is to share in promoting the Five Years 
Movement. With this in view and to follow up the 
Kuling Conference, three actions were taken: 


(a) To urge the NCCRE to push ahead immediate- 


ly with the national program of lay training. (For de- 
tails see elsewhere in this Bulletin). 


(b) To begin the work of helping ministers now in 
service by proposing an annual summer school in co- 
operation with Nanking Seminary; to be interdenomi- 
national, and for the Yangtze Valley. Later the experi- 
ment may be extended to other regions. 


(e) To invite Dr. E. Stanley Jones for the winter 
of 1936-7 to go with a team that shall visit annual 
denominational meetings. The purpose of the team 
would be to deepen the spiritual life, to consider the 


next forward steps in church life and to train leaders 
to become trainers of laymen 
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It was hoped that those responsible for arranging 
church meetings in any locality might arrange to 
synchronize their dates next autumn and winter so 
as to have some joint meetings with Dr. Stanley Jones 
and the team. Administrators please note.

Christian Education in Middle S-hools 

At the request of the NCCRE, Rev. R. D. Rees was 
asked among other duties to serve as secretary for 
the Middle School Group of the NCCRE (of which Rev. 
C. F. Johannaber is chairman) to carry forward the 
work begun by Prof. Stowe and the Council of Middle 
School Youth Workers. 


Flood Relief 

The NCC has opened a rund (see elsewhere in this 
Bulletin) and Dr. John Y. Lee, Dr. Herman Liu, and 
Rev. C. E. Patton were appointed as a committee for 
allocating money from the fund. 
Hartford Mission Fellowship 

A further letter had been received from Mr. Moss 
of the Committee of Reference of the Foreign Missions 
Conference of N. America. Mr. Moss still desired the 
NCC to act in an advisory capacity to members of the 


‘Fellowship when they come to China. The Council 


while eager to encourage this group has hesitated to 
accept this responsibility. It was decided to draft a 
reply making certain counter proposals. 
Conference of Christian Literature Agencies 

After his visit to China in 1934 Mr. Kenneth 
Maclennan (Secretary of the Conference of British 
Missionary Societies) proposed in his Report that a 
conference of the various literature agencies in China 
should be held, the object of which should be: 


(a) To get full information with regard to the 
literature program of each Society. 


(b) To pool that information in order to see what 
literature gaps there are, and which are the most 
obvious needs not at present being met, or which are 
inadequately met. 


(c) To plan a comprehensive coordinated litera- 
ture program for China for a period of years, and get 
the various Societies to undertake responsibility for 
specific blocks of that program. 

It was reported to the Committee that the General 
Secretaries of the CLS and RTS had both written 
expressing a desire that such a conference should be 
held and asking the NCC to take the initiative in 
calling it. Accordingly it was voted to accept this 
responsibility and a small committee composed of Dr. 
John Y. Lee, Rev. C. W. Allan, Mr. L. D. Cio, and 
Rev. R. D. Rees was appointed to make arrangements. 


It is proposed to call this conference to meet on 
November 12-13 in Shanghai. 
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Japan Federation of Christian Missions 

At the invitation of this missionary body, the NCC 
of China had asked Mr. Earl H. Cressy to represent 
them as a fraternal delegate to this meeting. Mr. 
Cressy reported that the Federation is handing over 
its functions to the NCC of Japan, and stressed the 
need and opportunity for occasional visits of this kind 
to get in touch with missionaries and Japanese friends 
who are not aware of the real situation in China. 


Staff of the NCC 

Mr. S. C. Leung for the committee on staff reported 
that they were still not in a position to nominate a 
new general secretary for the NCC. A recommenda- 
tion was however made for the position of executive 
secretary of the Commission on the Life and Work of 
the Church, and by the unanimous vote of the Ad 
Interim Committee Dr. T. C. Bau was invited to 
accept that position. Dr. Bau has not yet given his 


reply. 
Future Meetings 


It was decided to hold the next meeting of the 
Ad Interim Committee on October 8, and the meeting 
of the full Executive on November 14, 15, 16 in Shang- 
hai. A cordial invitation was given to Rev. William 
Paton, secretary of the International Missionary 
Council, to be present at the latter meeting in 
November. 


International Missionary Council 


The Executive Committee of the IMC is due to 
meet at East Northfield, Mass., U.S.A., from Septem- 
ber 27 to October 6, 1935. Our own China representa- 
tives will be Dr. C. Y. Cheng, (vice-chairman of IMC), 
Rev. E. C. Lobenstine, and Mr. T. H. Sun. We learn 
that the British representatives are to be Preb. W. 
Wilson Cash, Rev. A. M. Chirgwin, Rev. A. S. Kydd, 
Rev. W. J. Noble, and Rev. C. E. Wilson. The other 
national councils will also no doubt be well repre- 
sented. 


The most important item of business will be the 
1988 Conference of the IMC, a “successor to Jerusalem, 
1928,” to be held in South-eastern Asia or the Far 
East. The place must be determined, and also the 
main lines of the program. 


Light is thrown on the purposes of the 1938 
meeting by a speech made by Rev. W. Paton at the 
Annual Conference of British Missionary Societies 
last June. We quote from the report which has just 
reached us: 

“The Rev. W. Paton spoke of the effect of 
“Edinburgh 1910” in quickening the sense of a world 
missionary movement. Then followed a period of 
bringing into being the machinery for missionary co- 
operation, of a growing missionary fellowship, and of 
consideration of plans for co-ordinating the work. 
Now the primary need was to carry out plans already 
agreed on as necessary. Conditions in the world of 
to-day were forcing the missionary societies to rethink 
their policies. The rising tide of evangelistic con- 
sciousness and zeal, the neo-paganism which was 
throwing up new claimants for the absolute allegiance 
of man both in West and East, and the economic 
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stringency everywhere—all pointed to re-orientation. 
The Church of Christ could not permit the task of 
evangelizing the world to be conditioned by finance. 
The quality of the spiritual life of the Church must 
render it competent to be the interpreter of the 
Gospel in face of the world’s challenge. 


“Mr. Paton then outlined the suggestion that a 
meeting of the International Missionary Council should 
be held in 1938 in South-eastern Asia or the Far East, 
the main theme of which would be “The on-going 
Christian community.” He said that much of |the 
value of such a meeting lay in long and careful 
preparation and plans for adequate follow-up. He 
indicated five main lines, along which he felt the 
preparation might run: (a) a study of the Christian 
message, especially in relation to new claimants for 
the absolute allegiance of man; (b) a careful com- 
parative study of evangelistic methods, learning the 
lessons of success and of failure, both in the older 
and the younger churches; (c) a comprehensive re- 
examination of resources in men, money ane buildings, 
in order to secure that the best use was made of them 
in furthering the aim of missions; (d) a thorough 
eonsideration of investigations made in recent years, 
e.g. by special commissions, so that policies defined 
and agreed on as right might be carried into effect; 
(e) an exploration of Christian duty and service in 
relation to industrial and social conditions, so that 
the Church might have the true word to speak in the 
changing social order. Mr. Paton visualized the pro- 
posed meeting as a body of from 200 to 250 people who 
would share in the three years of preparatory work 
for the conference, and thereafter in meeting together 
secure the spiritual coherence of the whole Christian 
Church in face of a world task.” 


Mr. Paton will be in Shanghai from November 
12-26 this year. Following the meeting in America 
he leaves for Japan and China. After leaving Shang- 
hai he will spend a week in Hongkong and Canton, 
and then go on to Java and India. In each place he 
will help to interpret the mind of the IMC and its 
decisions at East Northfield, that we may all use the 
next three years to prepare for the 1938 conference, 
wherever it may be held. 


It is hoped that Mr. Paton will also attend the 
Conference of Christian Literature Agencies in 
Shanghai, pay a brief visit to Nanking, and confer 


informally with various groups and persons in this 
country. 


Flood Relief 


Too many of the readers of the Bulletin have 
been eyewitnesses of the ravages of floods in China 
in 1935. No less than 145 Asien in eight provinces of 
China have been disastrously affected by floods this 
summer. At least 52,500, 000 mow (nearly nine million 
acres) of farm land along the Yellow River and Yang- 
tze River valleys have been inundated, the damage to 
crops and properties amount to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. In the North Kiangsu and Shantung areas 


alone over two million people have been rendered 


homeless and are in dire need of food, shelter and 
clothing. 


The experiences of 1931 have enabled the authori- 
ties in the flooded areas to act more promptly and 
effectively than hitherto, and large relief measures are 
being undertaken and large expenditures for relief are 
being made by the National Government. There is 
however very great need for supplementing these 
efforts with private benefactions and personal service. 


In August a relief fund was opened by the 
National Christian Council, for which already several 
thousand dollars have been received, particularly from 
Chinese Christians in the Philippines and in South 
China. A special committee has been appointed to 
advise the secretaries in the allocation of these funds, 
consisting of Dr. Herman Liu, vice-chairman of the 
Council, Dr. John Y. Lee, its treasurer and Dr. C. E. 
Patton, secretary of the American Advisory Committee 
for Famine Relief. Sums have been dispatched to a 
union Church committee at Hankow and to the China 
International Famine Relief Committee for its emer- 
gency relief at Tsining, Sung. The committee of the 
Council is glad to endorse the appeal of the CIFRC 
for funds, and is willing also to act for those who 
wish to help but are doubtful as to the most suitable 
agency to assist. 


Cheques for Flood Relief sent to the Treasurer 
of the National Christian Council will be suitably 
acknowledged and transmitted by the committee named 
to the points of greatest urgency. Cheques for the 
CIFRC may be sent direct to Room 401, 505 Honan 
Road, Shanghai. The need is urgent and great, and 


prompt contributions are doubly effective in relief— 
bis dat qui cito dat.

Council, left China on July 1 by S.S. Scharnhorst“ 
retiring from active service in China. By action of 
the Biennial Meeting in May he continues as an 
honorary secretary of the NCC and will be one of the 
three representatives from China in attendance at the 
meeting of the International Missionary Council which 
is to meet at East Northfield, Massachusetts, from 
September 27. The other two delegates will be Dr. 
C. Y. Cheng, former General Secretary of the NCC and 
at present Vice-Chairman of the IMC, who left 
Shanghai with Mr. T. H. Sun on the S.S. “President 
McKinley” on September 3, expecting to return Novem- 
ber 12. Mr. Sun, who is the third delegate to this 
meeting and who recently resigned as a secretary of 
the National Christian Council, will remain in America 


after the Conference for two years of special study 
at Cornell University. 


Rev. C. L. Boynton continued in the office through- 
out the summer handling general correspondence, 
preparing the English report of the Biennial Meeting 
for publication, and performing the numerous routine 
duties which are essential to the varied services 
rendered by the National Christian Council. As a 
vacation recreation he began writing reminiscences of 
the life and work of the China Continuation Committee 
and the National Christian Council with which he has 
been connected during most of the past twenty years, 
having joined the staff of the CCC on July 1, 1915, as 
its third secretary. 


Mr. L. D. Cio attended the Kuling Conference and 
upon his return completed the translation and publica- 
tion of the Prayer Topics for the Universal Week of 
Prayer for 1936. He continues as the editor of the 
China for Christ Bulletin of the NCC (in Chinese) 
and serves as chairman of the staff and business 
secretary of the Council. 


Rev. F. H. Cressy visited Tsinan and Peiping early 
in July and attended the annual meeting of the North 
China Christian Educational Association before pro- 
ceeding to the NCCRE meeting at Kuling. During the 
first week in August he represented the NCC as a 
fraternal delegate at the annual meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Christian Missions in Japan at Karuizawa. 


Dr. F. H. Hume sailed on June 24th for the U.S. A., 
and is due to return in October with Mrs. Hume to 
resume his new duties with the Council on Medical 
Missions of the Chinese Medical Association. 


Miss T. C. Kuan attended a conference of Christian 
home leaders at Nanhsuchow, North Anhwei, in June, 
visited Nanking to meet with leaders in home work 
there, and proceeded to Kuling for the NCCRE Con- 


ference, returning to Shanghai for her vacation in 
August. 


Dr. C. S. Miao returned to Kuling early in July 
with Dr. L. A. Weigle after a brief trip to Szechwan 
in which they traveled by air from Chungking to 
Chengtu and return. At Kuling they immediately 
engaged in preparations for the meeting of the NCCRE 
which ran from July 18 to 27. After the conference 
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at Kuling and since his return to Shanghai early in 
August, Dr. Miao has been engaged in preparing for 
the press the Chinese and English reports of the 
Kuling Conference on Education for Christian Service 
following up the extensive travels of the survey team 
of three and the six month visit of Dr. Weigle At 


Kuling he was elected Executive Secretary of the 
NCCRE. 


Rev. R. D. Rees left Shanghai with his family for 
Kuling on June 28, returning on September 1. The 
early days of July were spent in preparing for the 
NCCRE meeting, and at the national conference of the 
Methodist Church (Hsün Tao Kung Hui). The 
NCCRE requested the NCC to continue the allocation 
of Mr. Rees to its work, asking that during the 
coming year he should devote his attention largely to 
dealing with the problem of religious education of 
youth in middle schools and to editorial respon- 
sibility for the English publications of the NCCRE. 
Mr. Rees also by request of his colleagues will act 
as the editor of the English Bulletin. 


Official Visitors 


1935 will be recalled as a notable year through 
the presence in China for varying periods of an excep- 
tional number of executive secretaries of mission 
organizations. Dr. Luther A Weigle, representing the 
World’s Sunday School Association, to which the 
NCCRE is officially related, arrived in China early in 
the year and left on August 3 after having made an 
appreciable mark on the study of the problem of 
training for services in Christian leadership. Dr. J. W. 
Decker, for the past eighteen years a missionary of the 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, began his 
duties as a secretary of the Society while still resident 
in China, attempting first to secure a full acquaintance 
with the work of each mission and station related to 
his Society. He proposes a new type of relationship 
by which a substantial portion of each year shall be 
spent by him in China while giving the balance of 
the year to the administrative work of his Society at 
the home base. He left in April to attend the annual 
meetings of his denomination. Before he left he was 
able to confer with the China secretaries of three of 
the large boards with which his denomination is 
concerned in the common enterprize and in union 
projects. 


The Rev. Wynn C. Fairfield, for many years a 
missionary of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions in Shansi, who since 1927 has 
been one of its secretaries in Boston, arrived at Peip- 
ing on February 7, remaining in China until June 7, 
when he sailed for the United States. On February 
7 also, Dr. George T. Scott, secretary of the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church in USA. 
arrived in Hongkong for about a month of visitation, 
not in an official capacity but as a friend of missions 
on a world tour endeavoring to obtain an outside view 
of the mission enterprize. On March 4 Dr. Frank T. 


Cartwright, who had been a missionary of the Board of 
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Foreign Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Foochow until 1927, arrived to visit the work of 
his Church in China, leaving after the close of the 
Kuling Conference. 


Dr. John R. Mott, Chairman of the International 
Missionary Council, reached Shanghai on April 8 and 
in the month before he sailed for Manila, visited 
Shanghai, Nanking, Peiping, Kaifeng, Hankow, Shekow 
and attended the Biennial Meeting of the National 
Christian Council. On April 8 Mr. Francis S. Harmon, 
General Secretary of the International Committee of 
the YMCA, with Mr. J. W. Beaton, Secretary of the 
| Montreal YMCA, and Mr. L. C. Haworth, arrived in 
‘ Hongkong and these three men made an extended 

examination of the Association work in China While 
. the National Christian Council was in session, Rev. C. 
6 D. Bonsaek, General Secretary of the Board of Missions 
of the Church of the Brethren, and Messrs L. S. 
Brubaker and J. K. Miller, additional members of a 
deputation from this Board, arrived in Shanghai and 


| proceeded shortly to visit the mission in Shansi. All 


who have been mentioned up to this point with the 
exception of Drs. Decker and Scott, were present 
at some part of the sessions of the Biennial Meeting 
of the NCC. One who came as a delegate from the 
Church of Christ in China to the Biennial Meeting 
of the NCC was Rev. T. W. Douglas James, who was 
under appointment as a secretary of the Foreign 
Missions Committee of the Presbyterian Church of 
England, the China work of which is limited to 
Kwangtung and Fukien. 


The Women’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church has had visits from three 
secretaries of the Society during the course of the 


Leon Roy Peel. The missions of the United Church of 
Canada were visited by Rev. A. E. Armstrong. To the 
Reformed Church Mission in Amoy came the Rev. J. 
W. Shafer, corresponding secretary of the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Reformed Church in America. 
To the Hunan Mission of his Church came Rev. Arthur 
V. Casselman, who has recently succeeded the Rev. A. 
R. Bartholomew as general] secretary of the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Reformed Church in the 
United States. The missions of the Southern Baptist 
Convention were visited for the first half of the year 
of Rev. C. E. Maddry, D. D., the Executive Secretary of 
the Foreign Missions Board. A secretary of the 
American Board whose visit had lasted over the end 
of 1934 and into the month of January, was Rev. D. 
Brewer Eddy, brother of Dr. Sherwood Eddy. By the 
time this article is in print there will be arriving in 
China Rev. W. G. Cram, D. D., General Secretary of the 
Board of Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, and Miss Sallie Lou MacKinnon. Foreign Secre- 
tary for Women’s Work of the same Board, who was 
for some years principal of McTyeire School in 


Shanghai. 


The work in China has greatly profited by the 
presence of these responsible administrators, most of

whom have had previous acquaintance with the work 


in the field, and who have spared no pains to bring 
themselves into most sympathetic touch with the 
presen progress and development of the work in China. 


The NCC Chinese Bulletin 


The China for Christ Bulletin is issued monthly 
in Chinese and is sent to some 8000 addresses. 


The September issue contained articles on the 
recent Biennial Meeting of the NCC (May 1935) by 
six Chinese delegates, Revs. James Tsang, Chiu Kuan- 
hai, Hsiao Wen-yo, Hsu Shing-yen, Li Choh-wu and 
Su Ru-chen. 


The October issue has special articles on the 
Christian Home, in view of Home Week, Oct. 27— 
Nov. 3. 


The November bulletin will contain material on 
rural work, including articles by Dean Hsieh of Nan- 
king University Agricultural College and Mr. Chang 
Fu-liang, director of the Government rural welfare 
work in Kiangsi Province, late rural secretary of the 
NCC. 


The December bulletin will deal with the devotions 
connected with the Christmas season and the Week of 


Prayer in January. 7% 
The Children’s Year 
MABLE NOWLIN 


The Chinese government has designated August 1. 
1935 to July 31, 1936 as National Children’s Year. 
The purpose, as set forth by Dr. Wang Shih Chieh, 
Minister of Education, is “to enhance child welfare 
and enliven child life. The family, the community and 
the State should cooperate during Children’s Year for 
the promotion of child welfare which is the foundation 
for the building of a strong nation.” 


Newspapers and public addresses have urged that 
there be special effort this year along the line of 
promoting free education for school-age children, child 
health, child labor measures, relief for abandoned, ill- 
treated, defective and delinquent children, and nation- 
wide organization of Parent Education classes to 
ensure better training of the child in the home. A 
Shanghai newspaper, the Ta Wan Pao made the fol- 
lowing suggestion, “If we wish to change conditions 
in China within the next twenty or thirty years, adults 
should teach children to get away from bad habits 
and should build a strong foundation for young boys 
and girls, including better education, healthier bodies 
and better morals, lack of which have been the chief 
defects of the individual as well as of the nation. 
Above all, the spirit of cooperation should be instilled 
and strengthened.” 


It is just at this point of helping to build Christian 
character in children that the churches, schools and 
other Christian agencies have an unparalleled oppor- 
tunity during Children’s Year. Not only the decree of 
the Government, but the words of the Great Friend of 
children, challenge every Christian to do his part in 
fulfilling the Master's desire,—‘“Suffer the little child- 
ren to come unto Me and forbid them not.” At the 
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present time, the vast majority of China’s children are 
forbidden to know Him through lack of provision for 
their learning about Him. In the rural or city field 
of your church, what is the population of children 
under 15 years of age? Of this number, how many 
are under Christian instruction in a school or church 
agency? How many are not? Whose responsibility 
is it to reach these children with Christian teaching? 


Let us think in very definite terms of what our 
family or church or school or hospital can do for chil- 
dren this year. Let us cooperate with such non-Chris- 
tian agencies of our community as are observing 
Children’s Year. In addition to this what distinctive 
Christian contribution could we make? Let every 
church, however large or small, review what is now 
being done for children within the boundaries of the 
parish and plan for some advance. The following 
questions might serve as a starting point for discus- 
sion with your Church Board and Pastor: 


1. Is there a Sunday School in your church? 
If not, could you not observe Children’s Year by 
organizing one? 


2. How could your present Sunday School or 
program for children be improved? (See “The com- 
pletely graded S.S.” stencil 288, issued by the NCCRE) 


8. Have church members who live in villages 
where there is no church, organized a Sunday School 
or children’s meeting for the village children? 


In some places the pastor of the church trains the 
church members to do this, in a normal class that 
meets every Sunday after church. Training and lesson 


material are obtainable from the Christian Literature 
Society. 


4. What is your church doing for children of 
church members who attend government schools? 


In some places such children gather at the church 
two or three evenings each week after school, from 
4:30-5:30. The church members’ children bring their 
little friends until a large and enthusiastic group 
enter into the games, stories and other activities. 
“Character Building Series” of graded courses for 
primary school children can be used with such groups 
as well as other story material obtainable from Chris- 
tian Literature Society. 


In some places a Children’s Library and Reading 
Room has been established in a corner of the church. 
Pictures, books, and magazines such as “Happy Child- 
hood” are popular with children who have no literature 


of Christian content in their public school reading 
rooms. 


5. Are Christian parents carrying on religious 
education in the home more thoroughly than they did 
formerly, when they depended upon Christian schools 
to instruct their children? What is your church doing 
to train parents so they are better prepared to carry 
on religious education in the home? 


Sometimes parents ask for a simple course of 
study of recommended memory vefses, hymns and 
stories that they might teach their ehildren of various 
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ages. Such a course is obtainable for 5 cents from 


Mr. I. H. Liu, Methodist Mission Offices, Peiping. 


6. How are you planning to observe Home Week 


this year? The material for this emphasizes the 
relation of parents to their children; giving several 
practical plans for its use. This is obtainable from 
the Christian Literature Society for 25 cents per set. 


7. Could the churches of the different denomina- 
tions unite in a city-wide program in behalf of chil- 
dren, holding regular meetings throughout the year? 


8. What are the community agencies with which 
your church could cooperate in observing Children’s 
Year? 


Plans are under way in several cities for the fol- 
lowing: 


Child Health Campaign. 
Children’s Library for the city. 


. Exhibits held during the year, showing toys, books, 
clothing for children, pictures for children, 
proper food for children from 6 months to 
2 years. 

United action to free the little slave girls of the 
city. 


Radio broadcasting, especially on Sunday after- 


— noons, the Christian agencies furnishing the 


program on parent education and story hour for 
children. 


9. Have you written to the National Child Wel- 
fare Association, 131 Museum Road, Shanghai, asking 
them to put you on their mailing list for material on 
Children’s Year? 


As we think of the possibilities of this year both 
for the children themselves and for all of us, if we 
do our share in working together in their behalf, may 
there not be more far-reaching results than any of us 
can now foresee, and may it not * be true, “a 
little child shall lead them”?

Publications 


Under its present program, most material pre- 
pared by and for National Christian Council is issued 
with the imprint of the Christian Literature Society 
for China. The Council, however, continues to publish 
and distribute the China for Christ Bulletin in Chinese 
of which No. 158 was mailed August 15 to approx- 
imately 8,000 addresses in China. Early in June, the 
Chinese Report of the Biennial Meeting held in Shanghai 
April 25 to May 2 was ready for distribution and the 
last week of July the corresponding English Report was 
mailed out to members of the Council, to the secre- 
taries of the cooperating churches and missions in 
China, and to the secretaries of the Foreign Mission 
Boards related to these churches and missions. A 
few copies are available for circulation to others 
interested in the full reports presented at the Bien- 
nial Meeting. All of the resolutions adopted by the 
Council were published in the June 15 issue of the 
English Bulletin. 

The staff cooperated in the publication of an 
English anniversary number of the ChAristian Farmer, 
being a translation of the corresponding Chinese 
anniversary number. Copies may be secured by 
addressing The Chrisian Farmer at Cheeloo University, 
Tsinan, Sung., with an application for the English 
anniversary number. 

The China Christian Year Book edited for the 
National Christian Council by Dr. Frank Rawlinson 
with an advisory editorial staff is in process of pub- 
lication and should be ready in the early Fall. Much 
time of the staff of the NCC is spent is assisting in 
the publication of this valuable handbook of refer- 
ence. Orders for the completed book should be placed 
with the Christian Literature Society. 


The majority of the publications of working 
material by the NCC appear only in mimeographed 
form. During the past three months over 150 pages 
of such material have been duplicated in the office of 
the Council.
